Reconstruction Committee.

. A Washington dispatch of the 10th instant
announces : “that the United States House of
Representatives, by  vote of 128 against 87,
passed the Reconstruction Committee's amend-
ment to the Constitution. It prohibits any
Blate making or enforcing statutes denying to
any person equal portion of the law. It ap-
portions representation aceording to numbers,
but restricts it to the extent that citizens above
tweniy-one years are excluded from voting,
aud disfranchises until July, 1870, all who vel-

adhered to uae_r lll._«_swinmmctlon ; pro-

This disfranchisement denies the Southern
Ppeople the privilege of voting, according to the
third section of the committee's report,for mem-
bers-to Cengress and for Electors for President
sad Vice President of the United States. They
yillsoon be ready to receive usinto the Union.
This is preparatory to such an event.

 Postmasters and the Oath.

An order has recently been issued from the
Post Ofice Department not to deliver the mails
to Lhose postmasters who have not taken the
Bew oath of office. Our gentlemanly and pa-
triotic postmaster and mail agént have not yet
taken such oath. We have been inform-
ed that one of the United States eoldiers,
guarrisoning this place, will be sent through to
Columbia to' receive and bring up the mail,
We cannot tell whether the postmastar in Co-
fumbis will feel himself authorized to deliver
the mails, under his late orders, to such an in-
dividual or not,

We have been forced in the last few days to
give the test oath a little more thought, and to
#oe and foel more of its unreasonable exactions
than ‘we have done heretofore. We really
think it wounld be more magnanimous in the
Government at Washington, to declare plainly
and unequivocally, that no geod and respretable
Southern man should hold any office of trust or
profit at the disposal of the general govern-
ment.  Buch is the result—the offect and in-
tent of their legislation. We cannot see why
they have substituted such schemes as tho test
oath to accomplish an end that might be ar-
rived at more directly but not less effectually,

If the Senate and the President will adhere
to their respective schemes of defeating the
Plans of each other, we may soon expect to
hear of vacant postal offices in some quarters
North, where the President has thought pro-
per {o remove their incumbents and made
othier appointments which will do deprived of
their pay unless such appointments receive the
spproval of the Senate. The President, if he
is 20 disposed, can remove and 6l such offices
by mew appointees, which not being confirmed
by the Senate, will remain vacant, and thus it
will go. We would like for thew to know what
it 18 to be deprived of such conveniencies, It
is said that the Senate becoming alarmed at
the n of the President against the
Radioal postmasters of Pennsylvania and New
Jeraey, resolved that no officer of his appoint-
ment shall receive pay and emolument. If the

pensstion for their services, and are not dis-
posed Lo serve without it, thess offices would
boleft vacant. Ifthe President should digmiss
all oivil officers who are his political opponents,
the Government would be greatly smbarrassed
